First, Examiner 
is not certain as to whether removing previously objected language is a basis for expecting entry of an After final Amendment. Second, 
the only objection was in the Action of 9-4-03, if there was any such language problem, it should have been corrected (or should not have 
been added to the claims in the amendment of 9-16-03) prior to the Final rejection. Third, Examiner cannot see how the language which 
was objected to in the action of 9-4-03 is in present claim 17. Fourth, Applicant merely alledges that the same language is present, there 
is no indication what specific language is in claim 17 that caused the previous objection. 
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
